Mr. Raachke always haa had a yen 


for collecting stray bit* of this and 
that which other* hare deemed nse- 
leaa, especially old pieces of furniture 
dlaoarded by their origin*1 owners. 
to for many years, the former letter 
carrier aeaembled odd 
bit* of old 
wool, salvaging some from auctions 
and rubbish 
piles, 
and accepting 


other pieces of broken-down furni- 
ture offered to him, protlded he get 
them out of the other'* way. 


Thus came the Idea for toe grand- 
father'* clock. 


About five years ago Mr Raschke 


I decided to build a replica of an old- 


fashioned grandfather's nock, and 
with place* of black walnut taken 
from an old bed, and bureau, he *et 
to work, using only a saw, a chisel 
and a knife aa his main Implements. 
In six weeks of steady wor« he fash- 
ioned a beautiful clock, experiment- 
ing with various Idea* In construc- 
tion, such as using sandpaper wrap- 
ped around a food jar to get the cor- 
rect angle for the molding which fin- 
ished the base of the clock 
H* 


learned from the flrtt effort that he 
had to visualise his project in order 
to use each bit of wood with as llt- 
Ue waate a* possible, and ho made It 
a point not to use any new material 


After completing his first clock, he 


planned another from wood of an oM 
black walnut bed that waa orer 70 
year* old and had b«en glren to htm 
to he gotten out of the original own- 
er's way. the pillars on the front of 
the flock were faahloned by a chlnel 
from the bed poata, with no turning 
being done on them 
They were | 


sanded thoroughly to glre a. smooth 
ftaiah. 
Upon 
completion 
of 
the 


framework Mr. Rascbke rurchased 
a set of clock works which Included 
Westminster chimes, an addition 
which gave his product a Tery pleas- 
ing character 


However, 
the 
clock built five 
year* ago was not the first clock Mr 
Easchke built. 
While sttlll a bov 


working In a local cigar factory, the 
former mailman, ualng a jack-knife, 
produced a mantel clock taahloned 
from 1,110 separate bits of cigar-box 
wood glued together In a sunburst 
effect with two-colored wood being 
employed. Thla work he entered In 
the State Fair at Syracuse and won 
first prise and high praise for his e> 
cellent accomplishment. Even the 
dial of thla clock waa made of sepa 
rate hit* of wood. 


Clocks are not the only pieces of 


furniture Mr. Raschke has built. In 
past yean he has constructed three 
email desks, some chairs and other 
odd place*, making them all by re- 
claiming old wood and once In a 
while using cigar boxes. All his 
work haa been done with a minimum 
of tool*, *uch aa a c»j*«l, a knife and 
sandpaper. 
He has" endeavored to 


make each piece of material couu 
for Its full value, working on the as- 
sumption that It waa not necessary 
to waate any wood, If the work <o 
he done waa thought carefully out 
before -hand 
Then, too, each fin- 
ished 
product 
haa 
taught Mr. 


Raachke little thing* 
which help 
greatly In future work, so that the 
wealth of knowledge coming from 
practical experience 
haa not been 
east aside, but rather has been em- 
ployed In each succeeding piece of 
work. 


At the present time, Mr. Aaechke'a 


home contains three grandfather's 
clocks of his own handiwork, and. 
also, other bite of decoration* built 
in the following of his hobby. The 
effect of sitting in hi* llrlng room 
when the hour arrives and hear- 
-Ign those three clocks boom forth 
the time of day, is most pleasing to 
any person who Is a lover of object* 
linked to the peat. Even though the 
elocka are not old In construction. 
the wood contained In them Is old 
and the finished work creates the 
same offset as though the clock* 
were antiques. Mr. Raachke takes a. 
great deal of pride in his hobby 
which not only affords him maur 
hours of pleasant activity, but. also, 
Is the means of creating something 
reatlly worthwhile.

Are Source of Perfume 


In the old days, both in England 


and colonial America, women were 
wise enough to make their own per- 
fumes, sweet waters, washing balls, 
pomanders and sweet linen bags 
from the leaves and blossoms gath- 
ered in their own herb gardens, 
writes Elisabeth E. Poe in the 
Washington Post. 


When perfumes came into Tilgh 


favor in the days of Queen Eliza- 
beth that astute monarch turned to 
her herb garden for her pet per- 
fume, i. e., sweet woodruff. 
Its 


leaves were gathered by the queen 
and her maids in the dawn, care- 
fully dried, under royal supervision, 
then placed in sandal wood boxes 
and later dispensed with a not too 
lavish hand to those who met with 
the Queen's pleasure 


The perfume of sweet woodruff is 


of an elusive, dainty variety which 
lingers about the leaves for several 
years, it is said. 


A noted herbalist writes: "In the 


herb garden fragrance 
depends 


more on the leaves of plants than 
on the flowers. One secret is soon 
discovered. It is the value of leaf 
scents. Flower scents are evanes- 
cent, leaf odors are permanent." 


Out of the herb garden comes 


the material with which to make 
this home-made sweet water which 
dates back to the Seventeenth cen- 
tury. 


Except for export, the barrel 
is

York state as a container for apples 
The basket is still a well deserved 
favorite, but the crate is now domi- 
nant In eastern New York and is 
rapidly becoming a favorite through- 
out the state, he finds.

The child finds out that none of these 
prophecies tomes true. 
He sees 


another child handle toads and get 
no warts, the black dog never 
materializes, policemen turn out to 
be pleasant fellows with a very hu- 
man viewpoint, and in spite of all 
the untruths adults have told their 
tongue, are still in place. Whoever 
torn these obvious lies must be igno- 
rant or untrustworthy. From this time 
on the child's laith in the adults and 
his respect for them are shaken The 
children can no longer be controlled 
by fear and know no other authority. 


Fear even of real dangsn should 


as far at possible be kept from a child. 
Under no conditions should lyim 
threats be used u a means of control 
or discipline.

a jury's decree of 129 years in prison 
for the murder of a crippled and 
aged 
widow, 
15-year-old 
Roland 


Munroe, Jr., today pinned hi* hope of 
escaping that penalty upon the pos- 
sibility of a new trial. 


A jury decided in three bours last 


night that Roland was not insane as 
the defense contended, when be 
clubbed 65-year-old Mr*. Agnes Rot- 
feis to death with her own cane aad 
a tack hammer in a cheap robbery 
last August 39. 


Roland, red-haired and effeminate, 


sat in smiling Indifference until the 
sentence was read, when an expres- 
sion of terror supplanted tbe smile. 
"I* there any more chance-?" he 


acked as guards led him to his cell 
at tbe county jail. His attorney as- 
sured htm there was. The attorney 
had filed a new trial motion and 
Judge John PrystaUkl said be would 
hear arguments November 6. 


In vain Hoffman had pleaded with 


the jury that Roland's womanish ad- 
diction to perfumes and his aoliei- 
tude for the appearance of his long, 
bushy hair was Indicative that^he was 
insane when he made the wolfish at- 
tack upon Mrs. Roffeis. left her dead 
body with a wire twisted around the 
neck and stole away in blood-stained 
clothes with his loot, a box of 
trinkets valued at .less than $10.

Frogs and Toads in U. 5. 


Toad* and frogs belong to the 


great group of animal* having a 
backbone (phylum: cbordata) and 
to the clan of animal* called am- 
phibia, mewing a .double manner 
of living, namely, in the water and 
on the land. The salamanders and 
many extinct form* of lift belong 
to the amphibia. 


There are about 80 different kinds 


of toads and frog* in the United 
States, writes Marie Gaudette in 
the Girl Scout Leader. 


All toads and frog* lay eggs in the 


water. These eggs are covered with 
a jelly-like substance which serves 
as a protection from enemies and as 
food for the young tadpoles. Toad's 
eggs are laid in strings of jelly, 
about 4,000 to T.OOO eggs in all. Tree 
frogs usually lay the eggs singly or 
in groups of four to ten. 
Frogs' 


eggs are enclosed in a mass of 
jelly, 1,800 to 7,000 eggs in m mass. 
All these eggs are found and they 
vary in size according to the 
species. 


The tadpole, or polliwog. hatches 


within a few days and live* in the 
water from two weeks to two years 
depending upon the species. 
The 


bull frog takes about two years to 
go from egg to adult frog. There are 
no legs when the tadpole first 
hatches. The hind legs are first to 
[appear, then the front legs; *ome- 
times, the left front leg is the first 
of the front leg* to put in an ap- 
pearance. There are four toes on 
each front foot and five on each 
hind foot.

After all the real question 
s "What do you want the United 
States to be like?" The right politi- 
cal thinking Is based upon what we 
want the United States to be and 
that is the ideal we should strive 
for, he said. 
We should think for 


ourselves, and there should be more 
thinking. As for the candidates, tbe 
speaker would like to see them all 


into a sort of monastic retreat be- 


fore election so that their lives and 
motives might 
be 
scrutinized 
b> 


those wbo were about to vote. 


As for all the, talk about "The 


flag" and "The Constitution," to keep 
that up without understanding what 
the flag and the Constitution stand 
for was, to Rabbi Bloom,, downright 
desecration. 
And the only adequate 


and complete definition that he could 
give of America whose symbols are 
the flag and the Constitution would 
be Lincoln's words, "A government 
of the people, by the people and for 
the people. 


Everywhere In the world today 


sound thinking is needed. 
The only 


correct 
conception 
ot Democracy 


would be a government where each 
one could think, speak and act ac- 
cording to bis or her own conscience 
so long a* those thoughts, words and 
acts would not Interfere with the 
rights .of others, and that Rabbi 
Bloom counted to be the essence of 
Americanism. 


Said Rabbi Bloom, "Any mass of 


people anywhere In the world Is gul- 
lible, what might be called the gul 
libl* good, not the bad, the vicious, 
but those who are the stupid prey 
of demagogury. 
It is time to take 


the scale* of prejudice off, our eyes 
. . . . There 1* not a human being 
who is not prejudiced and only the 


«B0r«)ndic*d knows when he Is pre- 
iodle«d." 
Th« speaker urged the 


roan*; women to make u«e of their 
Bind* politically and to vote Intel- 
ItfvntlT and not emotionally, for 
only to can the ideals of American- 
lam be approximated. 


Rabbi Bloom also reminded hi* 


bearer* thai, glorious »nt! brilliant 
at I* the thought embodied In the 
constitution it wa* not Intended to 
remain the same through all time. 
Anything unchangeable 1* dead and 
to make a government an idol or a 
fetUh 1* to kill It. 
It Is not true of 


any of our political parties that they 
believe that the constitution may not 
be amended, If necessary. The word 
"Constitution" Is a challenge to our 
loyalties. 
We must, however, be 


brave enough, for the fineness, the 
best policies, the social life of our 
country to 
change 
our political, 


social and economic life If necessary. 
for the greatest good of the greatest 
number. 


In closing Rabbi Bloom urged all 


to lit down before voting and care- 
fully consider the prog and cons of 
th« records and merits of each candi- 
date. Or as we read in the Bible, 
"Come let us reason together, saitb 
the Lord."

height to which we, as a nation" 
should attain. 
And having so con- 


tldered, the speaker further urged 
that his hearers be not diverted from 
their vision of what is right.

Mixture of HHTM Other* 


The pronghorn i* not a true ante- 


lop*; rather a cross between a deer 
a goat and a firaff*. with a few 
characteristic* of each.

Omer and Epfcab 


The omer was one-tenth of an 


ephah and should not be confused 
with the homer, which was equiva- 
lent to 10 ephahs or about 80 gal- 
lons, says a writer In the Detroit 
News. The omer is estimated to 
have been from .42 to .48 of our 
peck, or about three and one-half 
quarts. 
The ephah wu a littl* 


over a bushel; the name is believed 
to be of Egyptian origin. 
The 


ephah, used as a dry measure, wa* 
identical with the bath, used a* a 
liquid measure. The name "gomer" 
is also used for the "omer." This 
word has also a religious signifi- 
cance. After the conquest of Cana: 
an, the Israelites were commanded 
to bring to the priest* at harvest 
time an omer of the first-fruits u a 
wave-offering or peace-offering, 
consisting of a lamb, flour with oU. 
and wine, and they could not cat th* 
newly harvested grain until after 
the bring ins; in of the omer. This 
ceremony ceased when the temple 
of Solomon was destroyed by Nebu 
chadneuar in 586 B. C. The days 
between Passover and Pentecost 
are still known as "omer" days.
